>viet ten© resident, for a long ti&o. tekety further stated that the story about 
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th* financing of the BM bed bee® refuted often enough that it hardly warranted - 
new mfuteiion. 

5* Pttllooh Operations Base dispatch BGL/W612 dated H7 October 1952 states that 
ZIPPSK traces on Subject were forwarded per i*fSLA-.l306 > dated 20 February 1950f the 
211’PgR file* revealed (In 1950) that Ineih was not a ZlPP R member*- and that 
"The high esteem he (huoth) has for writers who are well known for representing and 
spreading conanmistlc ideologies lead one to the conclusion that tueth haa the soma, 
at least a very leftlsh polities.! attitude. * The Pullooh dispatch also reveals*

1952, state® that Dr* used* Paul %en moth, leader of the BDJ is not a doctor and 
that h# was not bom in 1919 bat 1$31. He allegedly falsified his age bo that he 
would be old enough to olein graduation from medical school. ”
